A cantle piece, Campbell explained to a joint economic sub- 
committee of Congress, is a triangular piece of cloth sewn into 
a man's coat at the back vent; and its original purpose was: 
“To provide a tider on horseback with additional protection 
from inclement weather since it spreads over the cantle or back 
part of the saddle when the vent opens.” 

Campbell didn’t go into fhe question how many present-day 
niarines tide-horses, but he did say the army has agreed to give 
up cantle pieces on its raincoats while “the marine corps has 
decided to. retain the cantle piece, in our opinion, without ade- 
Quate justification.’ 

Uf the marines would surrender and use the back-pleat de- 
sign adopted by the army, auditors said, marine raincoats would 
cost 51 cents less. Navy raincoats have a slit vent, while air 
force coats have no vent at all. If all the services used the air

On Hot Little Island_

NICOSIA — Two shots were 
fired by .TurkishCypriots to- 
day as United Nations soldi- 
ers escorted a party of Greeks 
through the mouth of the 
Kyrenia Pass. 

I was in the convoy. but we 
went through so quickly I 
didn't hear them or know of 
the incident until later. 


As I write, riflemen of the 
QORs who came here recently 
from Victoria were trying to 
sort out the incident, No one 
was hit, And chances are, if 
the culprits are found, they 
will claim the firing was “an 
accident.” 


Everyone on Edge 


But it’s the sort of, thing 
that keeps everyone on edge 
during the convoys twice daily 
run between Nicosia and Ky- 
renia. ‘Niodsia’ is dependent 
on the road which links the 
two Greek-Cypriot communi- 
ties, It runs through the 
strongest pocket of TurkCyp-

We formed up the convoy 
behind !the Greek-c ‘ypriot 
checkpoints>.

Two Killed 
Last week two labor lead-| 
ers were killed here and sus- 
picion fell on the Turk-Cypri- 
ots. The Greek-Cypriots then 
closed’ their’ entry points in| 
this divided city to Turkish 
travellers and supplies, Now 
the Greek-Cypricts fear the 
Turks will seal off the road | 
to Kyrenia in reprisal, or mo 
lest Greek-Cypriot travellers.
